4. Bittrioh was invited by HIAG to attend their convention in Karlsburg/

ments to former Waffen-SS officers was not positively solved by 
supplemental legislation, he decided to go to the meeting and taka 

an active part in asking former Waffen-SS members to boycott the 
Bundestag elections as en answer to denial of their pensions. Bo 
intended also to attack former Colonel-General Haul Hausser-iudwigs- 
burg for his hesitation in the matter and to try to inspire the HLsG 
' membership to circulate the idea of the election boycott.
